HEN’S SKELETON NO 
EGG-LAYING GUIDE 


Early Maturity and Mo lting 
Dates Impo rtant. 


Structure of the skeleton of the 
hen has nothing to do with her egg- 
laying ability, and therefore should 
be disregarded when culling poor 
layers from the tlock, according to 
recent experiments reported by R. 
E. 
Cray, 
extension 
specialist 
in 
the department of poultry husband­ 
ry at the Ohio State univ ersity. 
The experiments were conducted 
by scientists on the staff of the 
United States Deitartmenl of Agri- 
inlture. 
Measurements were made 
of the length, breadth and depth oi 
the head, the skull, and the back; 
of length of the keel and of brain 
capacity, of sev eral thousand bens. 
No relation was found to exist 
between skeletal rueasureinents and 
egg-laying ability. 
Other characteristics prov ed Im­ 
portant guides. 
The age that a 
pullet begins to lay had an impor­ 
tant 
effect 
on 
production. 
Six 
months was the best age for leg 
horns and sev en months for the 
heav y 
breeds. 
Early 
maturing 
birds laid most eggs, but those that 
laid too early produced many small 
eggs. 
In the yellow-fleshed breeds pig­ 
mentation of the shanks and beak 
was found significant 
By June the 
yellow color of the beak and shanks 
had faded If the hen was laying 
well. 
Birds that molted late, and q uick­ 
ly recov ered from their first molt, 
laid most eggs. 
Birds that molted 
before September made poor rec­ 
ords. 
So-called beefiness 
of 
the 
head was shown to be undesirable. 
The other Important guide was the 
general health of the hen. 


Keep Po ultry Gro wing 
With No urishing Feeds 
Low prices for poultry products 
are largely responsible for the ten­ 
dency on the part of chicken and 
turkey grow'crs to “let down’* on 
the feeding of proper growing ra­ 
tions for the young chickens and 
poults 
ev en 
though 
the 
market 
v alue of feeds is low, says O. C. 
Ufford, extension poultryman at the 
Colorado Agricultural college. 
Such a practice is poor economy 
and will result In underfed pullets 
going into the laying houses this 
fall. 
They will start laying later 
than normal and when laying starts 
they will break under the strain of 
heav y production. 
With poults that are being forced 
to range for all their food, an 
ov er-diet of grasshoppers and oth­ 
er feeds they can pick up is not 
conduciv e to the best dev elopment 
and growth. 
Minerals In the form of bonemeal 
and green feeds and water are Im­ 
portant parts of the growing ra­ 
tion and play 
a big part In the 
health and normal growth of the 
young birds.

Sand fo r Yo ung Ducks 
To hatch a brood of ducks with 
a hen has always been an interest­ 
ing stunt with young poultry keep­ 
ers. 
The ducklings themselv es are 
most engaging in their ways, and 
the concern of the mother hen ov er 
their taking to the water amus­ 
ing. 
In many cases the pleasure of 
the owner is spoiled by what seems 
an unaccountable mortality among 
the ducklings.

Money No Object. 
A 
respected 
citizen 
of 
Topeka 
and Em poria, his home town, Fin­ 
ney always has been regarded as 
kind and generous to all those with 
whom he contacted. Money appar­ 
ently was no object to him. 
He 
bought the best furniture available 
for his office, located In a Topeka 
hotel and w'as free w’ith it to apply 
to any needed project.

There was not another person in 
that large gathering of American 
scientists in St. Louis w'ho made a 
greater Impression on the 27th an­ 
nual convention of the American 
A.ssociation for the Advancement of 
Science than a modest young man 
with a boyish face, w*ho signed the 
convention register as an “ electric­ 
ian, Menlo Park, N. J .” Thomas A. 
Edison, the shy young man who has 
by 
now 
taken 
place 
among the 
greatest 
men of the 
w’orld, was 
hailed even as early as 1S78 when 
he came to St. Louis, as the great­ 
est inventor of his time. 
From all over America, leading 
scientists came to St. Louis to at­ 
tend the convention of the Associa­ 
tion, from August 21 to 27, 1878. 
Scores 
of 
learned 
papers 
w^ero 
scheduled on the convention pro­ 
gram. but none, it seems was await­ 
ed 
with 
more 
interest 
than 
the 
papers to be given by Edison, the 
man wTio had recently made as­ 
tounding 
inventions 
in 
telephonic 
communication. 
Edison 
himself 
arrived 
in 
St. 
Louis the day the convention open­ 
ed. He came there from Rawllng, 
77yorning where with Professor Bar­ 
ker of the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania. he had ju.-?t recently made ob­ 
servations during a total eclipse of 
the sun. Witli the inventor came 
news of successful experiments with 
a recent in\ention of his, the tasi- 
meter, by which the heat of stars 
and corona of the sun could be 
measured. 
It w'as on August 23, fifty-five 
years ago this week that Edison 
gave his talk before the convention 
on the tasirneier. The Inventor had 
a large blackboard, covered 
with 
diagrams, and with a long pointer, 
explained them "very much like a 
bashful schoolboy.” Ho spoke for 
about five minutes, and when he 
had finished no one realized it until 
he 
turned 
to 
the 
chairman 
and 
said: ‘T believe I've nothing nioie 
to say." Tiien followed numerous 
questions, 
from 
interested 
scien­ 
tists, which Edison briefly and smil­ 
ingly answered. So simple and art­ 
less 
were 
his 
answers, 
and 
so 
pleasing hi.s manner, that, In the 
words of a reporter, "Everybody in 
the 
au(]if^nee 
was 
in 
ecstacies." 
Edison followed his first talk with 
an explanation of his uew' volta­ 
meter, for measuring electrical cur­ 
rent. To a newspaper reporter aft­ 
erward, 
Edison 
admitted 
he 
had 
never before addressed an audience 
laraer than a "dozen or so.” 
But the crowmlng event of Edi­ 
son’s brief stay at St. Louis, at 
least in tlie popular mind, was his 
attempt to 
establish 
long-distance 
telephone communication with Chi­ 
cago. This experiment was eighteen 
years before long-distance telephone 
service began in St. Louis in 1896. 
On that same day of August 23, 
Edison attempted to conduct 
the 
telephonic experiment at the Lindel! 
Hotel. A wire of the Western Union 
Telegraph 
w^as 
used. 
At 
the 
St. 
Louis end of the line were Edison, 
Prof. Barker, and Prof Niphen of 
St. Louis University. 
The experi­ 
ment lasted only a few moments, 
and was not successful. Edison be­ 
lieved that the ill-success was due 
to 
improper connections 
but 
‘‘he 
was neither disappointed nor dis­ 
couraged.” 
It seems that Edison also mado 
another attempt to talk with Chica­ 
go by telephone early iu the eve­ 
ning of the same day. This attempt 
was made at the Western Union 
offices in St. Louis, but also was 
unsuccessful. How^ever, Edison did 
give a practical demonstration of 
the telephone at that time, over a 
line strung between two rooms in 
the building. Much to the enjoy­ 
ment and wonder of the listeners, 
Edison talked through the instru­ 
ment, recited a poem, read, sang 
“ J ohn 
Brown's 
Body,” 
whistled, 
whispered, and finally blew into tho 
instrument. 
Edi.‘^on himself was called to Chi­ 
cago and left early the same eve­ 
ning of the day that he made his 
experiments. Two other papers by 
him, scheduled to be given on the 
carbon button, and the microphone 
and carbon telephones, were read 
before the con\ entiun on August 26. 
Thomas Elva Edison was born at 
Milan. Ohio, on February 11, 1817. 
.At 15 he was a telepragh operator, 
and according to what he told re­ 
porters at St. Louis In ISTS, as he 
sat signing the autograph albums 
of admirers, he was a very lazy one. 
i His "laziness.” how’ever. took the 
of experimentation. He was 
famous later for saying that success 
was one per cent inspiration and 
ninety-nine per cent perspiration. In 
I'SS while in New- York, he was em- 
plo}eJ for a time by Dr. S. S. Laws, 
who later became president of the 
University of Missouri. Among his 
many inventions are those on the 
phonoaraph. electric light and mo­ 
tion pictures. By 192S, he had taken 
out 1.033 patents. Edison died at his 
>-om‘ 
Wes^ Orange, .V. J on Octo­ 
ber 19 1931.

devices, 
p rovided they do not raise 
their 
last y ear’s ou tp u t. 
An official statem ent says 
that 
m ost of the G erm an cigar m ak ing 
indu stry is located in towms of less 
than 5,000 inhabitants. Modern m a­ 
chinery wou ld throw five-sixths of 
all cigar m ak ers ou t of w^ork ; the re­ 
fore it has been decided tha t manu - 
faciu rers m u st revert to the hand­ 
made article. 
No more new m achines may be 
introdu ced, nor tem p orarily idle m a­ 
chines re-started. 
Th© m inistry of finance has been 
au thorized to set aside $65,000 to 
indem nify cigar m anu factu rers who 
cease u sing m achinery and go back 
to hand work .

The success of this Jap anese bid 
has stirred the sug ar refiners in the Phil­ 
ip p ines, but it ap p ears that the army in­ 
tends to accep t the cheap sug ar.

The Javanese are comp etitors of the 
sug ar p roducers of the Philip p ines in the 
East and delivery of thir sug ar by Jap ­ 
anese middlemen is a thorn in the flesh 
of Filip inos and of American sug ar in­ 
terests in the islands.

the Phillip p ine sug ar interests that they 
w'ere tricked into sup p orting

w'hich the g overnment itself p rop oses to 
abrog ate on the first op p ortunity to its 
advantag e. 
Production costs in Java 
are 
much 
low’er than they are in the Philip p ines— 
and in the Philip p ines they 
are 
much 
low'er than they are in the United States. 
Yields in Java are hig her than they are 
in the Philip p ines. 
The Jap anese will 
bring the Javanese sug ar 
into 
Manila 
without duty; if the sug ar tariff w”ere en­ 
forced the Jap anese bid w'ould not have 
won. 
The army saves money, but the 
Philip p ines charg e that the island p ro­ 
ducers have not been fairly treated.

NEGRO PASTORS TO 
MEET IN SEDALIA 


Ten new hill-ciimbing records have 
just been established in Canada by 
Chet Miller driving a stock Essex 
Terraplane Six. 
The records were 
made under the supervision of the 
Canadian Automobile Association, 
who selected the car from stock at 
the Factory at Tilbury, Ontario. This 
scries of hill climb tests pioneered by 
Hudson-Essex of Canada, Ltd., are 
the first official tests ever held in 
Canada. 
The records set arc ex­ 
pected to endure for a long time. 
Chet Miller, who has established 
nearly fifty hill-climb records under 
the auspices of the AAA in thi^ coun­ 
try, was accompanied on his record- 
making tour by Kenneth McNair 
appointed Official Observer by the 
CAA. 
After the car was selected by the 
CAA official at Tilbury, and checked 
throug hout for stock measurements, 
it was turned over to McNair and 
Miller who drove it a distance of 2000 
miles over the roads of Canada before 
starting the record-making tour. 
The first hill on which an official 
record was set was Cote Sauvag e, at 
V’al Morin, a well-known test hill in 
the foothills of the Laurentians sixty 
miles outside of Montreal in the 
Province of Quebec. 
The hill is 1.6 
miles long and has a maximum g rade 
of 10.5®^ with an averag e g rade of 
about 6%. 
Chet Miller, taking a 


flying start, neg otiated this climb in 
1 minute, 11.4 seconds, or at a speed 
of over 71 miles per hour. He was in 
hig h g ear all the way up the hill. 
Leaving Montreal the hill-climbing 
car was turned back towards Ontario. 
At Picton, Ontario, just a ways out of 
Belleville is a famous hill knovn as 
the hill of the Lake on the Mountain. 
It is located at a little villag e known 
as Glenora. It has a 2 0 ^ g rade and 
in the 1300 feet of its leng th it ri.ses 
185. 
A sharp hairpin curve at the 
bottom prevents much of a start, but 
Chet Miller neg otiated the climb 
from a flying start in 31.8 seconds. 
This hill, it was then reported, had 
never before been climbed in hig h 
g ear; so just to show that it could be 
done. Miller returned to the bottom, 
placed his car in hig h g ear at the two 
trees—a maple and a poplar—w’hich 
mark the start, and without any pre­ 
liminary run drove to the crest with­ 
out a shift. This was considered even 
more remarkable than the excellent 
lime made on the speed run. 
Northwards Miller wended his way 
along with Ken McNair the CAA 
Observer, up into the Georg ian Bay 
Country, just thirty miles from Owen 
Sound. 
Near Fleshcrton, Ontario, 
are many hills, a rang e of hills known 
as the Kimberley Mountains extends 
northward of Fleshcrton. 
Bowles 
Hill located near the Hydro Power 


Plant is 1.07 miles long . It is roug h 
g ravel widi three elbow turns and 
three sharp pitches approaching 2^% 
in g rade. 
A record of 1 minute 48 
seconds was established on this hill. 
Further north is the Kimberley 
Mountain, at Kimberley, Ontario. 
Kimberley lies in the valley and there 
is a west slope and an cast slope 
forming a bowl in which the Kimber­ 
ley valley is located. 
Chet Miller 
climbed the tortuous west slope, 
which is 9 TO of a mile long in I min­ 
ute 59.6 seconds. He did this in hig h 
g ear from a standing start. The road 
is roug h g ravel with an extremely 
sharp elbow turn about one half way 
up at which the slope reaches 23%. 
The cast slope is even a stiffer g rade 
and is 1.02 miles in leng th. This was 
neg otiated from a standing start in 
hig h g ear in 2 minutes 50 seconds. It 
is a dirt road Vrhth three sharp elbow 
turns. 
Certificates arc being issued on all 
of the above climbs to the Hudson- 
Essex of Canada, Limited, and it is 
believed that this series of hill-climbs 
will provoke an interest in car per­ 
formance which will probably lead to 
many others. At the conclusion of the 
trip the car was turned back to the 
CAA and was checked ag ain to ascer­ 
tain that it was a stock car in every 
particular and exactly similar lo those 
displayed on any dealer’s floor.

19.— Surg eon 
General Hug h M. Cuinming by long 
distance telephone, today authorized 
Dr. Jam es P. Leake, in St. Louis, 
to purchase monkeys for laboratory 
experim ents 
in 
encephalitis, 
the 
stT-ang e “sleeping sickness,” which 
is prevalent there. 
The 
surg eon 
g eneral 
told 
Dr. 
Leake, who was dispatched to St. 
Louis on tho first reports of the 
outbreak, to stay there as long as 
he could be of any help to the lo­ 
cal health authorities. 
The surg eon g eneral also told Dr. 
Leake that if he needed additional 
help from the scientific staff here 
he could have it. 
This action followed a report this 
m orning that the outbreak had tak ­ 
en a turn for the worse. The monk­ 
eys are to be used in experiments 
with the disease. 
Dr. Leake told the surg eon g ener­ 
al he had been unable to discover 
just w'hy the disease had been more 
serious in suburban St. Louis than 
in the city itself. 
He said he was trying to g et 
autopsies that would enable him to 
make discoveries on
